There the trail of the girl stopped, but 


not so that of Lambs. 
At 8 p. m. Saturday an expressman de-

He said it was to be 
checked to McKittrick, Mo., in the name 
of Harry Lambs. 

At 9:40 p. m., 10 minutes after the oc- 
cilrrence on the bridge, a man who was 
out of breath and apparently had been 
running, rushed into the railroad sta- 
tion. 

“Is my trunk here?” he asked of W. 
D. Grovea, the station agent.

Groves told him that the trunk could 
not be checked vollect, as it didn’t. look 
valuable enough to pay charges in case 
it was not claimed. 

Lambs said he would send a man to 
pay charges on the trunk and asked 
that it be kept until called for. 


Buys a Ticket 
“I’ve got to get out of This town on

pi Valley Would Control 
Missouri-Lincoln. 


MERGER NOT ASSURED 





Domination, Not Absorption, 
Believed to Be Wish of 
Financiers. 


St. Louis brokers heard Wednesday 
that both the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. and the Commonwealth Trust Co. 
are making overtures for the purchase 

of the stock of the Missouri-Lincom 


Trust Co. 

President Randolph of the Common- 
wealth refused to discuss the negotia- 
tions. 

Vice-President Jones * the Mississip- 
pi Valley said: 

“We are not bidding for the Missouri- 
Lincoln. We are watching all new de- 
velopments in the financial situation, 
and if there is anything doing in the 
way of a trust company merger, we 
want to know all about it.” 


Stock Loses Another Point. 

Missouri-Lincoln stock suffered a de- 
cline of one point on the Stock Exchange 
Wednesday, following its fall of 11% 
points in the past week. It was $92.50 
Wednesday, as against $10 a week 
ago. It was pointed out by brokers 
that if a merger of the Missouri-Lin- 
colm and Commonwealth were expected 
the stock would have had a material 
rally. 

The Edwards Brokerage Co., repre- 
sented chiefly by its president, George 
L. Edwards, is acting as agent in the 
negotiations between the Missouri-Lin- 
coln and the Commonwealth. 

An authority on St. Louis securities 
said Wednesday that it was generally 
understood the Commonwealth was try- 
ing to get control of the Missouri-Lin- 
coln stock, rather than to effect a 
merger of the two companies, and that 
the same was true of the Mississippi 
Valley. 

President French of the Missouri- 
Lincoln refused Wednesday to admit 
that a merger or sale is contemplated. 

‘“T don’t know anything about it,’”’ he 
said. “I get all my news from the 
papers these days.’’ 

Financiers Confer. 

A conference between financiers began 
Tuesday night in the directors’ room of 
the Missouri-Lincoln Trust and lasted 
until Wednesday morning. The men 
who attended the conference refused to 
say what decision, ‘f any, was reached. 

Those present at the conference in- 
cluded: Pinckney French, president of 
the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co.; E. 8. 
Lewis, vice-president of the Missouri- 
Lincoln Trust; A. A. B. Woerheide, 
vice-president of the Misgourl-Lincoln 
Trust; George L. Edwards and J. Hern- 
don Smith of the A. G. Edwards com- 
pany; B. F. Edwards, vice-president of 
the National Bank of Commerce; Tom 
Randolph, president of the Common- 
wealth Trust Co., and W. L. McDonald 
and Edward Hidden, vice-presidents of 
the Commonwealth. 

The Commonwealth Trust Co. Is domi- 
nated by the National Bank of Com- 
merce interests. The Edwards interests, 
which control the majority of the stock 
of the Bank of Commerce, control also a 
large block of stock in the Common- 
wealth. The two institutions are closely 
allied. 

The Bank of Commerce recently ab- 
sorbed the Fourth National Bank. The 
absorption of the Missouri-Lincoln Trust 
Co. will be in line with the policy of ex- 
pansion adopted by the Bank of Com- 
merce directors. 

The officials of the Missouri-Lincoln 
explain the decline in the market value 
of its stock by the statement that the 
company is merely experiencing what 
nearly every other company has had to 
go through with. ‘The drop was in keep- 
ing with the decline in other stocks, 
they said. 

The Commonwealth has a capital and 
surplus of $5,500,000. The Missouri-Lin- 
coln has a capital of $3,000,000 and a sur- 
plus of $1,000,000.

A few days ago Mrs. Fort obtained a 
decree of divorce. Then, although both 
she and Fort had tried hard to keep 
the family skeleton hidden, the Judge 
heard that Mrs. Fort was a negress and 
therefore under the laws of this State, 
never the legal wife of Fort. 


She Hoped Against Hope. 

“Through all these years I have hoped 
against hope,” said the woman today, 
“but everything has turned out as I 
feared it would. 

“When the children came I feared 
for their sake. I kept them in the back- 
ground of life. Ours was nothing but 
a home existence. Outside of the thres- 
hold there was always forebodings of 
fear.

CHICAGO, Sept. 18—The “real Mrs. 
Klimovicz” has been found. The dis- 
covery today sets at rest all questions as 


to the identity of Miss Tillie Tolan, who 
was claimed a few days ago in Judge 
Clelland’s court by John Kliimovicz of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., as his wife, and 
identified by Mrs. Mary Zemates, also 
of Grand Rapids, as her daughter. 

Klimovicz was arrested on a charge 
of disorderly conduct, on complaint of 
Miss Tolan that Klimovicz had been an- 
noying her by his persistent claims that 
she had been married to him two years 
previously. 

Mrs. Klimovcz offered to furnish proof 
of her identity, but her resemblance to 
her published pictures and her remarka- 
ble likeness to Miss Tolan were con- 
clisive evidence. The likeness between 
the two women, which is so great that 
two mothers appeared in court and each 
identified the Tolan girl as her own 
daughter, is more marked tn the women 
than in their pictures. 

Under an Assumed Name. 

When the case of mistaken fMentity 
came up in court incidental to Klimo- 
vics’s trial, Mra. Kiimovicg wag living 
under an assumed name three and one- 
half miles east of Eigin. The denoument 
was due primarily to pique over a slight- 
ing remark made in the courtroom by 
Miss Tolan. 

“T wish they'd just find me one of her 
old shoes to try on,” the girl who was 
mistaken for Mrs. Klimovics said. ‘‘That 
would settle my identity. I'll wager I 
can put both of my feet in one of her 
shoes." 

“I would like to see her.” Mrs. 
Klimovicz, who can wear about a No. 4 
last, exclaimed, when she heard of the 
remark. 

Resented Reference to Her Feet. 

“If she can put both of her feet into 
one of my shoes she must be a Chinese 
woman or a cripple.”

Mr. Adams says he is will- 
ing to sell the animal to the city for 
$125, which is $35 less than a showman 
has offered for it. ; 


Is Rare Species. 


The jaguar, which is of the rarest 
species of the tiger family, is now 
about the size of a full-growu cat. But 
it has villainous-locking teeth and jaws 
and the muscles in its paws can be 
seen rolling gracefully under its spotted 
skin. Mr. Adams has christened it 
“Pansy,” a name to which it now read- 
ily responds. 

When the animal is full grown it will 
be about the size of a mountain lion 
and very powerful. Jaguars have been 
known to kill tigers, which are larger. 
in fights in the jungle. They are much 
quicker in their movements than the 
tigers. 

Adams is very fond of hunting. He | 


came upon the mother jaguar near @ | Zo 


stream, with the cub beside ft. He 
wounded the magther, who came toward 
him growling savagely. But two quick- 
ly-fired bullets stretched her on the 
ground. 


Cub Too Weak to Fight. 
When he approached the cub the httle 
animal \also growled fiercely. But it 
was weak and Adams managed to grab 
it safely, though the jaguar tried to 
scratch and bite him. He built a cage 


for the animal and brought it up to 
St. Louis. 

Its captivity at first made the little 
animal sullen, and it would growl 
whenever anyone perocones its cage. 
Now Adams can put his hand inside the 
wire door and give t ood 
without fear, although the j ar is 
— strong enough to do him serio 
"arm. 

The color of the animal is dull gray 
with black spots. The spots are not 
symmetrical, but give the appearance of 
splotches. 

Very Fine Specimen. 

Mrs. S. Weller of 3208 Adams street, 
who has made a study of wild animal 
life, examined the jaguar for the Post- 
Dispatch. ‘It is a very beautiful speci- 
men,” she said, after the examination, 
‘* and I think it would be a valuable 
addition to the Forest Park Zoo family. 
The South American jaguar is a very 
rare species and they are seldom seen 
in this country. 

“If properly attended to, this ani- 
mal should grow to the size of a moun- 
tain lion. I saw the skin of the moth- 
er, which Mr. Adams killed, and the 
mother was evidently of good size.”

After examining the child’s body Pow - 
sicians said that she died from inflam- 
mation of the brain and stomach. These 
are symptoms of ptomaine poisoning. 

The child and her parents became Ill 
Monday evening , aoe the 
milk as a rt o eir Tr. 

The baby vas taken to Dr. Whiteley’s 
office, where she exhibited all the 
symptoms of ptomaine poisoning. She 
died after 12 hours of suffering. Dr. 
Whitley also administered antidotes to 
the parents. Mr. Roach was ill only a 
short time, but Mrs. Roach has not yet 
fully recovered.

Centerville Station Township was begun 
Tuesday by City Engineer Crocken. The 
survey will be over a course of 16 miles 
from French Village to the Mississippi 
River at a point south of East Caron- 
delet, which will be the course of the 
canal to drain the chain of lakes ad- 
joining East St. Louis. The estimated 
cost of the drainage is $204,000, and the 
Drainage Board has recently sold drain- 
age bonds amounting to $184,900 for the 
work, It is thought the canal and drain- 
age can be completed within a year.

RESULTS IN OKLAHOMA. 

Nominally a new State entered the Union with 
yesterday's balloting in Oklahoma and _ Indian 
Territory, representing seven votes in the elec- 
toral college. ‘ 

The constitution, containing several unique and 
untried features, was adopted by a large majority. 
The obviously objectionable innovations having 
been stricken out of the document, it is probable 
that as it stands it presents nothing inharmonious 
with the Constitution of the United States, and 
cannot be rejected unless the President is moved 
by partisan considerations. 

The prohibition clause, submitted separately, 
has probably carried. Though this vote was nom- 
inally Democratic, it cannot be taken as a dis- 
tinctive Democratic expression. 

The prohibition vote, which was tied to the can- 
didacy of Haskell, was organized as a prohibi- 
tion vote primarily and long before any Demo- 
cratic organization took shape. It was the first 
factor in the campaign, and was delivered bodily 
to Haskell, in the constitutional convention and 
at the polls yesterday, pursuant to a fixed agree- 
ment that he would represent prohibition and un- 
dertake to deliver Democratic votes to the same 
end. 

A coarse quality of carpet-bag rule comes to 
death with statehood, and particularly the favor- 
itism of President Roosevelt receives a vehement 
repudiation with the decisive defeat of Frantz, 
the Rough Rider, on whose behalf Mr. Roosevelt 
has gone to considerable lengths despite popular 
protest, on more than one occasion. 
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Coal oil is said to be a good scalp stimulant 
to grow hair, which is somehow incompatible with 
the bald fact that Coal Oil Johnny wears a wig. 
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ANTAGONISM TO SALOONS; NOT TO BEER. 

Records of the Missouri beer tax, which is 
levied only on beer sold in the State, show a 
heavy increase for the period in which local op- 
tion has spread over about a third of the coun- 
ties; which fact would seem to indicate that Mis- 
souri local option is an anti-liccnse and not an 
anti-liquor movement. 

Were it a gain of abstinence actuated by old- 
time temperance principles, beer consumption 
inust have been cut down proportionately. 

It is not conceivable that the two-thirds of the 
State not nominally “dry” have consumed all of 
the beer sold, and the probable fact is that clos- 
ing the saloons in the local option counties has 
not materially reduced the consumption in those 
counties. The drinkers get their supplies inde- 
pendently of saloons. 

The average Missourian, be he drinker or ab- 

stainer, is not concerned with the private or per- 
sonal habits of his neighbor; but the majority 
of Missourians, both drinkers and abstainers, are 
opposed to the dramshop when it is conducted as 
a dive, as it frequently is in the country, or when 
it becomes a perniciously potent factor in politics, 
which is often the case in the cities. 
Were saloons in all cases lawfully conducted 
and decently regulated, Missouri would be slow 
to respond to a prohibitive crusade. But the law- 
ful and orderly saloons must, in the nature of 
things, share with the disreputable ones the pop- 
ular antagonism against an institution which is 
always seen at its worst and attracts public atten- 
tion only when it is vicious. 
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‘“Morally strabismic and financially decrepit 
titular excrescences” are rather severe terms in 
which to speak of so many foreigners who have 
sought rich American wives, but Mr. Booth Tark- 
ington’s views in this respect are not far away 
from those of most Americans. 
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DEFEAT OF THE CHICAGO CHARTER. 

The rejection of the new city charter by the 
voters of Chicago will leave the financial affairs 
of that municipality in a chaotic condition. 

While the main purpose of the new charter 
movement was to provide for more revenue and 
au increased bond issue, various doctrinaires suc- 
ceeded in lodging so many innovations in the pro- 
posed charter that it awakened opposition § in 
every part of tne city and among all elements. 

If the movement had carried, Chicago would 
have been almost independent of the State. In 
all the details of its government it would have 
been wholly so. 

Probably no new charter devised in the main 
under Republican and mugwump influences, as 
this one was, will ever be able to run the gaunt- 
let of Chicago’s Democratic ballot boxes. 

The International Pure Milk Congress meeting 
at Brussels has set its seal of approval upon the 
precise kind of milk that the Post-Dispatch’s prac- 
tical charity is dispensing to the babies of the 
poor in St. Louis.

LOOKING FORWARD, 


From the Post-Dispatch, Sept. 18, 1917. 

The Tearmoffia, the new 30,000-ton ship 
of the Consolidated Lee-Cunard-Dia- 
mond Jo line, arrived in port this morn- 
ing on its initial run from Liverpool, 
and stopped 12 minutes on its way to 
Chicago. It was four days, five hours 
and 29 minutes out from Liverpool when 
it reached here, and is expected to be 
the first ship to make the five-day run 
from Liverpool to Chicago, via New Or- 
leans and St. Louis. 

The pilot of the Tearemoffia reported 
that indications of obstructions in the 
channel near Chesley Island caused him 
to lose several minnutes by slowing up 
to 3% miles an hour in that section of the 
river.

EXPERIMENTS IN AIRSHIP 
RESULT IN WATER BOAT 


Fastest Craft Expected to Make 
Mile a Minute 


on Séa. 


A mile a minute at sea—New York to 
Liverpool in 30 hours—these are the 
astonishing claims made by cxpert ma- 
rine engineers who have seen in opera- 
tion what is declared to be the most 
stupendous invention in the annals of 
speed—the new gliding craft invented 
by Feter Cooper Hewitt. This new craft 
can scarcely be designed as a boat, for 
the reason that it does not cut the 
water as do other vessels, but actually 
files or skims over the surface, the body 
of the craft being forced high enough 
to permit free play of the waves. Al- 
though the one craft so far constructed 
is in the nature of a rough model, the 
inventor has attained with ‘t a speed of 
3¢ miles an hour on Long Island Sound, 
and engineers state freely that the few 
improvements which further expert- 
ments will doubtless suggest will mean 
the mile-a-minute sSea-going boat. A 
description of the boat is contained in 
the October number of Popular Me 
chanics.
